Applicant's election with traverse of 03/28/05 in the reply filed on 04/26/05 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that, it is deemed that a complete 
search, examination and office action on the elected embodiment would require a 
complete search, examination and office action of the other species. This is not found 
persuasive because the other species are directed to some other classes such as class 
292 for fastenings for species B for claim 4, class 362 subclass 157 for special lighting 
arrangement as flash light for species D for claim 6. The species render extra burden on 
the Examiner. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 4 and 6 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 04/26/05.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bania et al., (6,182,462). Bania et al., disclose an internally illuminated cooler box 
comprising a front wall, real wall, end walls and bottom wall forming a rectangular 
opening; a lid 2 with an outwardly extending periphery pivotally coupled to the lid 2, the 
lid 2 adapted to rest in contact with the rectangular opening when the cooler is in the 
closed orientation; a light assembly including an interior illumination member with the lid 
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2 having a switch 1 1 operable to inactivate the member when the lid 2 is in the closed 
position. See Fig. 1 and column 2, line 10 to column 3 line 20. 



Claim 1 is allowed. 

Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
